Ellis, representing the University 
of Saskatchewan, last year's Mc- 
Goun Cup holder^. 

: In Edmonton defending the nega- 
tive, Manltobans Sha Sabzali and 
tharles Smith look ;a 2-1. decision 
from Alberta representatives" Tevie 
Miller and Charles Virtue. 
/ In debates held at Vancouver and 
Saskatoon, Alberta defeated the 
- University of British Columbia' 2-1 
and UBC triumphed over Sask- 
atchewan 2-1. Manitoba's home vic- 
tory, held in Theatre A, Broadway, 
was the only debate won by an un- 
animous decision. 

Art Mauro, first speaker for the 
affirmative In the. local debate, 
stressed the fact that a constitu- 
tional Bill of Rights is no cure-all 
for intolerance but he added, "it is 
a step in the right direction. It is 
not better to have a written Bill 
of Rights to .solidify the liberties 
that now exist and to allow the 
courts to decide the case of a cit- 
izen who believes his rights and 
freedoms have been tran.>src.<:sed

rights can always be denied by 

despots." 

He continued Ihat a written Bill 
of Rights would show the people 
a .aure guide to true democracy. 
This bill would ensure the peo- 
ple that existing rights would not 
be denied them. 

"No legal grounds for your appeal 
exists if you are denied or deprived 
of a civil right because no such 
legal laws exist. Freedom dies from 
misuse and the only way these 
sacred rights are safe is when they 
are placed above the governors," 

MacFarlane of Saskatchewan 
maintained that a written Bill of 
Rights was unnecessary because 
"our constitution is not an inflex- 
ible revolutionary doctrine but a 
constitution ba.scd on British tra- 
dition which recognizes the suprem- 
acy of parliament. And because 
statutory law lags behind public 
opinion, such a Bill could not pro- 
tect' peoples rights when injustices 
occur. 1 cite to you 'the American 
constitution with its Bill of Rights 
as an example of a Bill of Rights 
which Is impotent and futile." 
MacFarlane quoted Dr. Samuel 
Murray Sutler when be said, "It 
Is fundamenUI that liberty Is not 
a grant.of' liberty by parliament 
but that parliament Is a right 
granted, by people who have 
liberty."

The move- 
ment in Canadian painting begun by' 
the i.'iroup ot Seven, has been up-i 
held by a mere handful at nut- 
(Standing individuals, who have 
persevered in spite ot the di(fieul-i 
ties that contront the artist. Two! 
years ago the disappointed Quebec 
Bovenimcnt reduced its Grand Prix 
de Peinture from S.'i.OOO to $3,000: 
the Cnnlfmporary Arts Society has 
dissolved, and looking to the other 
side we find there is no community 
assurance for the artist— art teach> 
ers have no standards to protect 
their profession, but most reveal- 
ing is the unwillinencss, and ignor- 
ance on the part of the public to 
learn about contemporary art. .lust! 
as with Krentne.'-.'-. some are born 
with imricrslanding. but others 
must achieve it. Yd there arc no' 
art critics* columns in our daily 
newspapers, and intcllisenl discus- 
sion and analysis of art is limited 
to iiitiiunto cirele.s

There arc other ways too, of lessening the 
probability of war if wo believe that the peace 
will continue. Wc may discover thai Russia is 
iniiabilated, after all, by men and women who 
in niany^ yays resemble ourselves. There is 
every evidence that the people on the "fringe," 
the Czeehs, olcs, Hungarians, and Yngosl.ivs, in 
spite of their governinents' efforts, arc not com- 
pletely lost to the West. By making every 
po.esible effort lo contact these people, to e.vport 
our ideas to tliein and to understand theirs, wc 
will pave the way towards future concord. 

This is a positive action. Positive, too, is 
a continued attack upon the economic, and 
s(i(;ial abscesses of , the world whicii spawn 
hopeless men. 

Let lis rejecl, then, thi.s iflea of war's in- 
evitability, and Roafl ourselves to positive action 
in tliP flireclinn nf praee.

Predicted 
Starvation 
By Prof. 

Increasing the overall standard 
of living is the only means of pre- 
venting a threatening famine which 
may wipe out millions of Mhe 
earth's population, according to a 
thesis presented by Professor O. 
F. Dcnstedt, a research worker at- 
tached to the department of bio- 
chcmislry at McGill University. 

According to Prof. Dcnslcdt. the 
world population 100 years from 
now would be double what it is at 
present, while the potential supply 
of food, if it has not decreased, will 
not have shown a corresponding in- 
crea.-e. 

Basirg himself on statistical re- 
ferences to the birth-rate trend 
duri.-,g ihe last 100 years, Prof. 
Den.slcrit points out thai should 
this rate be kept relatively constant 
for .T.i equivalent period, the earth's 
popuiaiion in the year 2049 will be 
arounù 4,000,000,000. There is nol 
enough food lo maintain Ihe two 
billion human beings on a diet, that 
would conform to the minimum ap- 
proved standards even today. Prof. 
Dcnstedt claims, hence the threat of 
an ever-growing population consti- 
tutes a still graver menace. 

Prof. Oensled suggests that a 
plan be worked out whereby thou- 
sands of students from ovcrpop- 
ulatcd areas such as China and 
India be brought to be educated 
at Western schooU and colleges, 
like to 'Upon completion of their education!

McGill debaters Isarior Roscn- 
feld and Sydney Phillip?, who 
recently returned from England 
where they were siiccc.'sful in four 
debating encounters with students 
from British univers itios. disagreed 
yesterday on the benefit of social- 
ism to the British people. They 
were speaking at a Montreal Rotary 
Club luncheon in Ihe Mount Royal 
Hotel. The third member of the 
McGiii team, Edward Hugcsscn, 
confined his remarks lo how he 
thought the British pepoie thought 
about it. 

"England has given up the risk 
of walking along the street for the, 
security of Jail." was the way Mr.' 
Roscnfeld put it in lamenting that] 
Britons were preferring security to | 
progressive, ambitious Jives. There 
was a general attitude of "let the! 
government do it" in the matter ofj 
getting Ihc country on its feel, and 
people did not seem anxious to do| 
something for the country person- 
ally. I 
Dean H. N. Ficldhou.ic of the 
faculty of arts and science at Mc- 
Gill acted as moderator of the dis- 
cussion, asking the students a num- 
ber of questions. 

Mr. Phillips declared tliat he did 
not see that the British were giving 
up their initiative in trying to en- 
sure a minimum standard of living 
for all. A number^r^peopic he had 
met, he said, had attributed the 
lack of initiative to the inferior 
diet lo which Britons had been sub- 
jected for such a long time. 

'The only people who would want 
a change in government policy arc 
the Tories." Mr. Hugesscn said. 
"Lower-middle-class people living 
on Ihc outskirts of London, with 
wliom I spoke, were very nuicli in 
favor of the govenimcni's policy." 
' Asked by Dean Fieldhouse whe- 
ther knowledge nf Canada in Eng- 
land now was greater than in the 
past, Mr. Rosenfcid replied: "Yes. 
but I think McGill Is belter known 
lo most people than Canada."
